Dope case dismissed 


(ZNS) Ed Frey, the California 
lawyer who last year invited a district 
attorney in Mendocino to arrest him 
on cultivation of marijuana charges, 
has had his case dismissed 

Frey announced in 4 _ press 
conference last year that he was grow- 
ing Marijuana in his own home, and 
invited district attorney Duncan 
James to arrest him in order to test 
California’s laws against growing pot 

Duncan, however, refused, and 
cited him instead only for possession, 


a mere misdemeanor in Califorma 
Last week, Frey's case was dismissed 
by a local judge after the judge ruled 
that the original charge was improper 
Just before the case was dismissed 
defendant Frey, who represented 
himself in court, addressed the judge 
and prospective jurors, insisting that 
“everybody uses marijuana.” in 
cluding the district attorney's office 
Following Frey's speech, the 
prospective jurors applauded

supplies, and replacement of existing 
supplies will go on as usual, according 
to Welch. He added he thought the 
Proposed ban will not come about for 
lack of adequate evidence that the 
substance is harmful 

In response to recent complaints 
about price rises for milk and soft 
drinks, Welch pins the blarne on in- 
flation and student “rip offs.” In the 
case of milk, one student noted that 
while 25 cents will buy over 10 ounces 
of milk from a machine, the same 
quarter only buys six ounces from the 
bulk milk dispensers located in the 
Hornet's Nest. 

Weich said many students will fill 
up their cups with milk, drink it and 
refill their cup before paying. “One of 
the problems,” says Welch, is that the 
innocent wind up paying for the 
crimes of the criminals.” Welch said 
he'd rather not have the bulk 
dispensers at all, unless he were to 
serve milk over the counter, which 
would offer more control. “I may take 


the dispensers out,” said Welch. But 
one problem arises there is no 
storage space for individual cartons of 
milk in the Hornet's Nest. Besides, the 
refrigerated storage cases cost a 
couple of thousand dollars 

Coffee price increases have effected 
this campus, but the solution to that 
problem works for and against both 
the students and the cafeteria 

While the price has gone up a 
nickel for both size cups, the Cup sizes 
have been increased also. Weich says 
this keeps pace with the coffee price in- 
creases and keeps the price low 
enough, and the quantity high 
enough, for those who drink a lot of 
coffee. 

Weich says he doesn't plan any 
long range plans to alter the food ser- 
vices,which are still operating in the 
red. He said he wants to wait until a 
new executive director is hired before 
making changes 

“We'nt keeping a close eye on 
everything and keeping our costs 
down,” said Welch

Faculty claims lack of input

The Faculty Senate is charging that 
as part of alleged administration tac- 
tics to ignore faculty input on certain 
policies, an important policy matter 
direcily affecting the faculty will take 
shape without their consultation 

The designation of primary and 
secondary teaching service areas, 
which dictates where teaching res- 
Ponsibilities he for each faculty 
member, is the focus of concern from 
the senate. This policy also sets 
guidelines for any shifting of positions 
in case of layoffs and or vacancies 
which could occur at any time during 
the school year 

Title § of the California State 
Education Code states that ap- 
Propriate consultation § with 
department, division or school faculty 
members” must be made before the 
Service areas are designated. However. 
Vice President for Academic Affairs 
F James Archer delivered an 
ultimatum to the Faculty Senate 
which charges that no policy has been 
forthcoming from the faculty 

Archer's letter said that as of Feb- 
ruary |, all CSUC campuses had im- 
plemented a policy and that a Vice 
Chancellor is expected to review each 
policy by April 15. In his letter Archer 
claims that over a year has elapsed 
since he requesied a policy from the 
facu'y and “we still have no con- 
sultation on the matter ” Archer's 
letter concludes unless the 


Faculty Senate takes some action by 
March 15, 1977, we shall have to as 
sume that this matter is of no conse- 
quence io the Faculty Senate If 
there is no action from the Faculty 
Senate by March 15, (977 | shall be 
obliged to submit to the President for 
his approval an administrative 
procedure as 

The Faculty claims it has had a 
policy under review by Archer since 
April, 1975. 'n a reply to Archer's 
ultimatum, a letter addressed to 
President Bond states that five times 
since the April date, Bond has told the 
senate its policy is still under review 
by Archer's office 

Finally, on March 4, Bond sent 
another memo, giving the same reply 
The faculty feels it is being ignored in 
this case. But according to Title §. it 
legally cannot be ignored regarding 
teaching service areas 

Apparently. according to 
documents dealing with this case. Ar- 
cher submitted a proposal without the 
requisite consultation in October. 


1976. Under the title of “University 
Policy.” Archer's plan contained a full 
list of faculty and their designated ser- 
vice areas. But is has not been i 

plemented, possibly due to the lack Of 
proper faculty input. “They thought 


we wouldn't notice it.” said ofe 
Faculty Senate source } 
Several questions remain 


unanswered, according to the senate 
They have asked Bond why their 
original policy, already two years old, 
has not been acted on Archer has 
been unavailable for comment for 
over a week 


The March 15 deadline set by Ar 
cher has come and gone. His 
ultumatum will not be carried out, 
however. Archer told a faculty senae 
executive committee he will not su- 
mit a plan to the president. He didr't 
elaborate 

The Facuity Senate has worked out 
another proposal which clarifies ts 
old plan.

Yuri Valov came to this country in 
February, 1976, and settled in the Bay 
Area. While never having any formal 
education in music (he is a graduate in 
law from Moscow State Universify), 
Valoy played with a Russian “official” 
rock band. “We piaved watered down, 
State - approved pop standards, in 
uniforms and short hair,” says Yuri 
Valov “The music is so formal there is 
nothing Lo get excited about. There is 
no creative freedom there. Everything 
is controtled. You can't play your own 
stulf there You can only play what 
members of the composer's union 
write. with lyrics that are written by 
members of the writer's union.” 

Besides Valov, the band includes 
guitarist Zalaman Baron, also from 
Moscow, drummer Yakov Zbinovich 
and guitarist - singer Valery 
SaifuidinOy, both formerly of Riga, in 
Soviet Latvia, and California guitarist 
Steven Seltzer. The Soviet members of 
the group got their first exposure to 
Western music on Voice of American 
and RRC broadcasts

Bower charges inequality 


Rock concert promoter John 
Bauer contends that there is what he 
calls a “double standard” for athletic 
crowds and for fans attending pop and 
rock concerts 

Says Bower: “There is no need to 
search a youngster going to a rock 
show, but let another person walk into 
a ball game without a second glance.” 

The promoter claims that most of 
the news media and local police 
departments ignore or quickly forget 
about fan upheavals at sports 
contests, such as the riot that gripped 
Yankee Stadium last fall during the 
final baseball playoff game between 
the Yankees and Kansas City 

According to Bower, if a similar in- 
cident happened at a rock concert, it 
would likely result in out - right bans 
of concerts in many cities, and tighter

Roger says Carter 
is open minded 


An unprecedented openess to new 
ideas and less U.S. Department of 
State authocratic structure are two 
Main changes the Carter Ad- 
ministration has introduced in U.S 
foreign policy, said Department of 
State Officer Bruce C. Rogers 
Wendesday in the University Union 


Rogers one of a series of 
speeches at CSUS by international 
relations experts spoke on the 
department of state's move to a more 
open foreign policy before a crowd of 


50 


President Carter. Rogers said, 
Probably will not confuse the world 
with sudden decisions, but will let 
them evolve gradually. This, he added. 
is the start of a new openess period 


“Former regimes received much 
critigism,” Rogers said, “because of 
their tendency to drop the bombshell 
wheh making a change in foreign 
policies rather than gradually bringing 
about such a chanee ” 


Rogers referred to the U.S “sudden 


decision to normalize relations with 
China that stunned nations in Asia, 
Australia and the Pacific Ocean 


Rogers’ examples of the new 
openess included Carter's meetings 
and correspondence with Soviet dis- 
sidents, talks with Vietnam. moves 
toward new Cuban relations and em- 
phasis on human rights 


Rogers, who has served on 
diplomatic missions in Africa and 
Western Europe, discussed the active 
role the U.S. has recently started to 
play in African affairs. One student 
noted that the U.S. has lost many 
friendly relationships with African 
nations in the last 15 years 


Rogers’ response to that was that 
the U.S. did have more friends in Af- 
rica in 1960 the year of African 
Independence The relationship 
between the Kennedy administration 
and new - born African regimes were

Inez Garcia-guilty

In 1974 Inez Garcia was convicted of second degree murder in 
shooting death of Miguel Jiminez, a man she said stood guard wh. ~ 
another man, Louis Castillo, raped her. After the attack Garcia went 
to her home, located a .22 caliber rifle, loaded it and went searching 
for the two. One half hour later, Garcia found the two about five 
blocks away and opened fire. Jiminez was killed outright, Castillo es- 
caped unhurt and Inez Garcia was booked for murder one 

The facts of this case are undisputed. The defense. the prosecution 
and the court concur that Inez Garcia was sexually assaulted by Cas- 
tillo and that in prompt retaliation Garcia did knowingly, willfully, 
intentionally and with malice shoot and kill Miguel Jiminez. Garcia 
said in the courtroom that “the only reason Castillo isn’t dead too is 
because I missed the bastard.”

Garcia's sole defense was that she was acting under the “heat of 
passion” at the time of the killing and was thus unable to develop 
specific intent —— an essential element of murder in the first degree. 

The jury considered and appreciated Garcia's intense emotional 
state at the time of the killing and thus found her only guilty of volun- 
tary manslaughter. Her attorney appealed the case on an unrelated is- 
sue and won a retrial from the State Court of Appeals 

Nationwide feminist organizations seized the case as an issue of 
significant importance to their movement. There were “Free Inez” 
demonstrations, “Free Inez” buttons and tee - shirts and even a few 
“Free Inez” bumperstickers. Inez Garcia became the symbol of a 
woman's right to forcibly defend herself against abuse, attack and 
rape. Spokespersons for NOW and other organizations said publicly 
that this case “embodies a grave warning to rapists who think they can 
continue to do their thing and get away with it.” 

Last month the Garcia case came to trial and again the adversaries 
argued the same facts, the same issues, the same defense with the same 
testimony they used before. The jury deliberated for 11 hours and on 
Mar. 4, 1977 they acquitted Inez Garcia of all charges against her. 
They found that under the circumstances, Inez Garcia was justified in 
the shooting death of Miguel Jiminez. 

Members of the news media covering the three year trial wanted to 
ask the jurors about the rationale they employed in reaching this 
decision. They wanted to know if the extensive pre - trial publicity, the 
protest outside the courtroom, and the activists inside the courtroom, 
who frequently disrupted the proceedings, might have had some 
affect on their verdict. The jury quietly slipped out the side door, 
offering no comment. 

It would be nice to conclude that the good persons won and the 
bad persons got what they deserved and everybody lived happily ever 
after —- but it doesn’t pan out that way. 

With this case we have established a precedent in California 
whereby an individual can be found to be justified in the deliberate 
killing of another, if he is motivated by revenge. 

Jurors in the future, deliberating a similar set of circumstances can 
and will look back on the Garcia case for guidance in freeing killers 
motivated by revenge. 

In adopting common law and developing our own statutes, we the 
people of these United States have held that a crime against the per- 
son, assault, robbery or rape, in no way justifies the taking of another 
human life. The point is that we cannot condone individuals taking 
the law into their own hands, arming themselves vigilante style, and 
hunting down those who cause us injury or humiliation.

There is a road that runs by Campus Pizza, to the Westbridge liv- 
ing quarters. One side of that road, about one - half mile, is barren of 
businesses or buildings. CSUS Students have parked there for years, 
and some have been ticketed. Now the administration is trying to ban 
parking in that stretch of road. 

Wonder why? 

Well let's say, hypothetically, that 100 cars park there daily. That's 
100 cars who don't pay parking fees here. That amounts to $1,500 in 
revenue. And this estimate is low, more cars usually use that road. 

The Administration's reason: Because in the future the area will be 
hazardous to bikers.
